Defense* Effective immediately these two elements (the previous State 
Security department and the bordei 1 guard troops) mil form the new 
Allamvedelfai Hatosag (AVH)* which is under the direct control of the Cabinet 
Council, 

The Cabinet Council will at the same time present to the Presidential 
Council of the People 8 s Republic a motion that a member of the Cabinet 
Council be charged with the supervision* 

The AVH has to gain knowledge of enemies of the people and defend the 
state economic and social order of the peoples democracy* ^or this the 
AVH is organized into Rel3oe Karh&talmi Alakulat (BKH ) (Interior operation- 
al unis) and the border guard troops. 

b* The AVH personnel is made up of regulars aria inductees* All AVH offi- 
cers and NCOs are regulars, 70 percent privates first class, corporals and 
platoon leaders and all. the LV- are inductees. The regular term of service 
with the AVH is to bo three years with the possibility of reenlistment 
provided for* The AVH chief decides on reenlistment or induction into the 
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regular service, A c^clro of lf'^000 regulars vr s a, reed, upon. It is to 
be brought up to lull strength by induction of draftees. 

c, The President ini Council of the i eo pie's lie public appoints the

as State Security Major. Personnel previously employed by tnc. AVIt re 
paid as before, inductees receive the pay of tne border guard troops„ 

The ’inister of tue Interior and the kinistcr of nation-- 1 Defense are 
jointly responsible for Luo execution of those directives. Uie rcor a- 
nijition was to be effected by 31 January I9i>0„
